1. Captain Vatts read the paper prepared bgr OKI (CIO 21) recom¬ 
mending the exploitation of captured foreign documents as a souree of 
information on poll tdcal-social-psychologlcal warfare. Be further 
read the appropriate parts of the Minutes of the lithe IAB Meeting 
which appointed and instructed the Coendttee in this rogard. 

2. Captain Poehlnonn of the SSHCC Psyoholaglcal Warfare Coenit- 
tee stated that CIO 21 naa instituted by OKI at the request of that 
committee. Ms explained that while the many technical and other in¬ 
telligence agencies of the goveraeent had been able to gather together 
a aasa of documents on aspects of their own interest i—edi Italy fol¬ 
lowing hoe till ties, no such effort bed yet boon node on behalf of the 
various dopartnsntal offices charged with plane concerning Psychologi¬ 
cal Warfare, lit proposed that raaadisl action aast be taken* and that 
initially one or two four nan team ha selected and assigned the task 
af searching all known d a —nt repositories both in the United Staton 
and abroad for dooanento of interest for Psychological Warfare studies 
and investigation. Be stated that It was realised that there aoold be 
no hops of a hundred par sent coverage bat a thorough tmpUng nad spot 
check oould be node which should provide good results over a t wo year 
period. He inquired of the wndberaliip their advice on the artont of 
infarwatioB of this type which was available at hone and abroad, 

3. In reply to the request* the various aawbars pointed out tin 
anorwity of the teak* not only as a search* bat far the further trans¬ 
lation of material which was found. Mr. Bradford Mentioned that the 
State Department had nlhrofUna of the Osman Foreign Of floe Archives 
whleh oosprleed a hags store of dooenanta. Maoh of this inforwetion 
could ho w aadu i out on basis af antiquity or which wore on other sub¬ 
jects* but nsvorthalaas the seeps of the proposed subject would entail 
a considerable mount of notarial. Me said that he believod the Bus- 
sians then selvae had captured the flics concerning Russian propaganda. 
Colonsl St. Clair awn tinned that the Ooebbels propaganda records are 
now held by the French and negotiations arc under way to aovo those 
available to the United States. Colossi Taylor said that the British 
turned over bX) tons of aoa-teehnleal documents to the lUtf and that 
the bulk of these have bean neither catalogued nor exploited. 

It. 121 the naabnra expressed the belief that aueh a proposed 
project demanded a priority setup by the departments and at a high 
level* especially as the project Involved operational information 
rather than lntalll.creneo for the national security. 0—2 and State 
stressed the fact that while all documents oould be mads available 
their agencies could not furnish personnel for either searoh or a®» 
ploltatlon. 

5. It was further suggested that -the SWMSC Coanlttoe represented 
by Captain Poshlmsan must elaborate its 
reasonable plan could be drawn up.

a. thereafter, tha fbatraan would call aaothafe Mee ting of 
tha Coaalttee to further eoosldar tha positive aotion to be taking 
and v o n —i aa dationa to b« aade to tha IAS.
